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REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 

Sir: 

With respect to the Section 112 rejection, it is respectfully submitted that the 
Examiner apparently overlooked the language in Paragraph 0086 concerning the 
hinges 38, namely "has flexible hinges 38 which join the inner ends of the haptics to 
the optic." The lens of Fig. 2 which was referred to is virtually identical to that of 
Fig. 18 except for the curved sides of the haptics and the added knobs 118 in Fig. 18. 
In each figure, the hinges are shown as straight lines and clearly tangential to the 
optic. The embodiments referred to by the Examiner and discussed in Paragraphs 
110 and 128 are entirely different in structure from Figs. 2 and 18. 

It thus is submitted that there is clear support for the phrase added on page 
33 (in Paragraph 0086), "As seen in the Figures, the hinges 38 formed by the

grooves 40 are straight and tangential to the optic 34. 

It thus is submitted that Claims 53-57, 59, 61, 63, 72-74, 77, 90-91, 93-95 and 
99-102 are allowable. 

Favorable reconsideration is requested.
